San Franeisco, February 17.—With 
sunshine again prevailing in southern 
California, a new storm whipped in 
from the Pacific ocean tonight, bring- 
ing gales and heavy rains to northern 
sections of the state. 

While southern cities were taking 
advantage of a lull in the driving rains 
to check over their flood losses, south- 
east storm warnings were hoisted 
along the coast from San Fran- 
cisco to the Oregon border. 

The new gales would spread rain 
over northern California, gradually 
extending northeastward, according to 
Forecaster T. R. Reed, of the United 
States weather bureau here. He said 
that soythern California «probably 
would be free of rain for another 24 
hours, but after that period conditions 
would be unsettled.

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jority of the members of that body 
may fail to approve it. 

The plan in the main stablishes a 
school board of six members elected 
from school district composing two 
wards each, authorizes the board to 
levy school taxes amounting to eight 
mills, with a proviso that this may 
be raised by vote of the citizens of 
the city; establishes a retirement fund 
for aged and infirm teachers; makes 
members of the board of education re- 
sponsible for their acts, and divorces 
the board from council with the sole 


condition that a school budget be for- 


mulated and submitted to council by 
January 15 of each year, to be cer- 
tified. 


Only changes in the original plan 
announced publiciy in Sunday 
newspapers were that as proposed, 
there was a maximum of 10 mills to 
the school assessment which could be 
raised by vote of the people in the 
first draft, and establishment of the 
retirement fund, which would operate 
similar to the pension funds for fire- 
men and policemen. 

Means More Revenue. 

In making publie results of the 
meeting, which was held behind closed 
doors with the public and newspaper- 
men barred, officials said the plan will 
provide a minimum of $350,000 more 
annually for school purposes than is 
now allocated under the 26 per cent 
provisions of the city charter. and that 
the city government also would get ap- 
proximately $50,000 more annually 
for public improvements. . 

In fact, the contempiated change in 
the levying of taxes for school pur- 
poses w uld be tartamount to raising 
taxes 10 cents on the $100. This, it 
is pointed out, is an almost negligible 
amount, and the public is protected 
‘igainst any other change without a 
referendum in which a majority of 
voters cast ballots permitting an in- 
crease, 

The proposed new charter for At- 
lanta wader city-manager form pro- 
vides for establishment of a board of

Pope, who last Friday filed injune-

We submit that a program of 
retrenchment, however, necessary, 
should not be made to bear most 
heavily upon the least advantaged and 
most needy group in the whole com- 
munity. 

“2—-Not only the welfare of those 
attending these schools, but the public 
welfare also, is deeply involyed.  Il- 
literacy is always a social menace, 
conducing to inefficiency, mendicancy 
and crime. The illiterate population 
of Atlanta is being recruited constant- 
ly by migration from the rural dis- 
triets. The public welfare demands 
that no effort be spared to fit these 
unfortunate multitudes for efficiency, 
self-support and good citizenship. At- 
lanta has been proud, and rightly so, 
of the fact that it has been doing more 
to abolish illiteracy than all the rest 
of the state together. To scrap a large 
part of this humane and public-spirit- 
ed program would be a backward step 
that we believe the city cannot afford 
to take. 

“3—The character of the training 
given further indicates its social value. 
It deals not alone with books, but in 
no small measure also with the most 
practical requirements of useful liv- 
ing. A large place is given to domes- 
tic service, home nursing, dress mak- 
ing, tailoring, brick laying, carpentry, 
etc.—training which fits those receiv- 
ing it for better service and greater 
economic competence. Cut off this 
training and the effect will be felt 
speediJy and permanently by hundreds 
of Atlanta employers. 


“4.-The saving that would be ef- 
fected by the proposed change, we 
have reason to believe, would be rela- 
tively very small. As best we can 
learn, the salaries of the 43 principals 
and teachers to be discontinued aggre- 
gate less than $18,000 a year. ‘his 
item is doubtless.by far the larger pro 
portion of the expense. We believe 
that the relatively small amount in- 
volved could be saved in some way 
that would be far less unfortunate in 
its effects.

Largy, insists that approximately that 
many were sent to the commission 
and he further insists that a liberal 
proportion of those very tickets have 
been bootlegged on Broadway at a 
time when the commission was mak- 
ing vigorous passes at Carroll and 
threatening to jail him.

Paul Jones Turns in Victory Over John Paxos—Zbyszko 
Turns Easy Defeat Over Carl Vafel—Browning 
Wins One Fall in Battle With Titleholder.

About 3,000 wrestling fans crowded their way into the city audi- 
torium Thursday night with the expectation of seeing Champion Joe 
Stecher, the man with the million dollar legs, taxed to his limit and they 


were not disappointed. 
Champion Joe Stecher is still eham- 


pion of the werld but Jim Browning, 
the Wichita giant, at leagt has the 
satisfaction of knowing that he had 
the champion more nearly worried 
than he has ever been in an Atlanta 
ring. Browning took the second fall 
of the match in seven minutes and 
33 seconds after Stecher had .won the 
first affair in 45 minutes and 10 
seconds. 

It was a battle of stissors holds 
with Stecher using his usual body hold 
and Browning winning a fall with his 
flying head scissors. Usually when 
Stecher performs*he has an air of de- 
cided confidence and he entered the 
ring with that attitude Thursday 
night but from our point of vantage 
it appeared that Mr. Stecher assumed 
an expression of worry that was noth- 
ing if not genuine when he found ‘hat 
Browning could evade his deadly ccis- 
sors with great regularity. 

sy the same token there is usually 
little expectation on the part of the 
spectators that any man can give 
Stecher more than a bit of amusement 
but it was not so Thursday - ‘ght. 
There were no few in the spectators’ 
seats who believed in Browning and 
there were many more who added their 
voices in support of the challenger. 

Struggles Hard. 

The first fall came about when 
Browning was forced into a corner 
by the champion, and while the Kan- 
san was helpless to use dis usual 
dodging tactics because of the : pes 
Stecher applied the scissors. The ref- 
eree patted the back of the champion 
while Browning was still struggling 
furiously to break the jaws of the 
vise, 

When the second fall started Brown- 
ing again assumed the offensive and 
bent all his efforts on toe holds and 
head scissors. His attack was so fu- 
rious that the champion found him- 
self completely off balance and before 
he could collect his wits Browning had 
pinned him to the mat in the embrace 
of a head scissors, 

The second and winning fall for the 
champion came as the result of over- 
confidence on the part 6f Browning. 

The Kansan assumed his offensive 
tactics but he found a tiger at bay, 
an octopus with tentacles waiting for 
the least mistake. After 16 minutes 
of fast wrestling that moment came. 
Browning appiied a head scissors and 
when Stecher came out of the hold 
the challenger failed for a moment to 
protect his body. That was enough. 
The match was over, with Browning 
writhing in the grasp of the greatest 
_ of legs in the history of wrest- 

ing. 

Browning has two things of which 
to be proud in his match with the 
champion. He broke the dreaded scis- 
sors on two occasions and he pinned 
the champion in the record time of 
seven minutes and 33 seconds. It 
was a match that will linger for 
sometime in the memory of the thou- 
rm gg of fans who witnessed the af- 
air. 

The card did not have to rely upon 
the main bout for interest by any 
means. The victories of Paul Jones 
over John Paxos in the first match, 
and the work of Wladek Zbyszko in 
his victory over Carl Vafel in the 
semi-final scuffle brought the crowd 
to their feet on more than one oc- 
casion. 

Jones, a great favorite with the 
fans, carved himself a. firmer niche 
in the local hall of fame by defeat- 
ing John Paxos, the giant Greek, in 
4) minutes and 16 seconds with a 
holy seissors. Paxos, who has been 
defeated a number of time in Atlanta 


matches, looked far better against 
Jones than he has looked on many 
previous performances but he was no 
match for the agile Texan. 

The advantage in weight held by 
the Greek was of little avail against 
the terrific speed of the blonde Texan 
and though Paxos exerted all of his 
great strength he was a beaten man 
from the beginning. 

Wladek Zbyszko, the giant Pole who 
has not appeared before this year in 
the Atlanta ring, made short work of 
a pugnacious gentleman known as Carl 
Vafel in the semi-final go. Zbyszko 
won with a head and crotch hold, 
which is his favorite stock in trade, 
and the hold demonstrated the tre- 
mendous strength of the Pole. He 
lifted the 230-pound form of his op- 
ponent high over his head and slam- 
med him to the mat to stay after they 
had been wrestling a scant 10 minutes. 

Vafel started like a mad bull and 
threatened to make the match as rough 
as a Daviscourt affaig, but his regime 
was short-lived for his rough tactics 
made about as much impression on 
the giant Pole-as a gentle zephyr 
would on the Leviathan with decks 
cleared for storm. 

Zbyszko mage the trip to Atlanta 
with the express purpose of getting 
a chance at a Stecher match and chal- 
lenged the champion from the ring he- 
fore the main battle. Such a match 
would be a real battle. The great 
strength and weight of the Polish 
giant would make him a great con- 
tender for the title he once held. 


If Matchmaker Contos intends to 
make good his boast to throw men at 
Stecher until the title changes hands 
he would do well to give the big Pole 
a chance. It would be the match of 
the ages if we do not miss our guess.

JEWELRY AUCTION 
INJUNCTION DENIED 
BY SUPREME COURT 


Declaring that prosecution would 


have to be resorted to in order to test

RANSDELL OFFERS 
COTTON BALE BILL 


Washington, February 17.—()— 
Elimination of a $150,000,000 annual 
average loss to cotton shippers through 
“tare” is the principal object of a 
bill introduced today by Senator Rans- 
dell, democrat, Louisiana, to standard- 


ize the cotton bale, establish federal 
rezulatior of gins and encourage search 
for new uses of low-grade stocks not 
now tenderable on contracts. 

The measure would define the stand- 
ard bale as 500 pounds net lint, ex- 
clusive of bagging and ties, and would 
provide penalties for gins which 
passed nonstandard bales into inter- 
stute commerce. 

The trade. has struggled with the 
cotton tare problem continuously for 
20 years, Senator Ransdell said. 


As a result of numerotis conferences 
the department of agriculture and 
leaders in the trade decided that the 
only practical way of abolishing 
ing this abuse was to sell cotton by 
net weight; establish a standard bale; 
make a lighter, more serviceable and 
more uniform covering to replace the 
cheap, irregular jute bagging, now 
imported from India for that  pur- 


pose, 

Under the bill all gins where cotton 
is baled for interstate or foreign ‘ship- 
ment, be declareu public utilities and 
the secretary of agriculture be direct- 
ed to prepare uniform rules and regu- 
lations for their operation. Every 
gin would be given an identification 
number to be recorded on each bale. 
Shipment or sale of any bale falsely 
branded would be penalized by a fine 
of $500 and imprisonment not 
ceeding six months for each offense.

New York, February 17.—(4)— 
With public imagination fired by a 
flocl: of merger rumors, none of them 
confirmed, the stock market today wit- 
nessed another outburst of specula- 
tion in the railroad shares, which 
carried the general price average of 
that group to the highest. level since 
1910, and sent more than two dozen 
individual issues to their highest quo- 
tations since 1925, or longer. Indus- 
trials disclosed more irregularity al- 
though a dozen issues, including Bald- 
win and International Harvester, were 
bid up to new record prices. 


Easing of the rate on ¢all loans 
from 4 to 3 3-4 per cent, the lowest 
rate since June 17, last, was one 
of the most significant developments 
of the day. It renewed hopes of a 
reduction in New York Federal Re- 
serve rediscount rate, which has been 
maintained at 4 per cent since last 
August, but after the elose of the 
market the rate was announced as un- 
changed. Time money and commercial 
paper rates held steady. 

The demand for the railroad shares 
was stimulated by intimations of a 
counter-move by the Pennsylvania and 
Loree Railroad interests to offset the 
coup of the three other eastern trunk 
line systems in obtaining control of 
the Wheeling & Lake Erie and West- 
ern Maryland roads. No official eon- 
firmation @f such reports could he 
obtained, however, Pennsylvania of- 
ficials denying rumors that the Penn- 
sylvania was acquiring Lackawanna 
or Wabash stocks. 

Pennsylvania common, which ordi- 
narily moves within an extremely 
narrow range, was bid up 2 points 


to a new peak at 59 1-2.. Among the 
many other rails to break new 
high und were Baltimore & Ohio, 
Canadian Pacific, Chicago Northwest- 
ern, Delaware & Hudson, ver & 
Rio Grande Western preferred, Great 
Northern D rsa Kansas City 
Southern, New York, Ontario and 
Western, Northern Pacific, Missouri 
Pacific common and preferred, Wa- 
bash common and preferred A, Texas 
and Pacific, Union Pacific, Katy pre- 
ferred and Norfolk & Western, the 
last-named closing nearly 6° points 
higher. 

Baldwin was run up 4 points to a 
new record high at 190 1-4 on re- 
ports that recent Chicago purc} ers 
ot that stock had instructed their 
brokers not to lean it for delivery 
against short sales, but it lost all 
its gain. The stock, with about a 
score of others, loahed “flat” after 
the close so that borrowers received no 
interest on the money deposited with 
lenders as a guarantee for the re- 
turn of the stock when called. 


Oils started upward on the an- 
nouncement that Mid-Continent pro- 
ducers were endeavoring to reach an 
agreement to curtail production of 
crude, but they encountered rather 
heavy offerings on the rally and show- 
ed little change on the day. Motors 
displayed a firmer undertone on re- 
ports that recent price cuts by a few 
manufacturers would not be followed 
by the industry in general. 

All American Cables jumped over 10 
points to 150 on a few transactions. 
American Iee, A. M. Byers, Hudson 
& Manhattan, and Warren Brothers 
all closed 3 or more paints higher. 
Revival of activity and strength in 
Consolidated Cigar was associated 
with reports of record-breaking busi- 
ness for this season of the year, and 
the closing of new contracts. 

All the principal commodity mar- 
displayed a firmer undertone. 
Wheat and cotton futures advanced 
slightly, coffee prices rallied 17 to 21 
points, and the price of raw sugar 
was unchanged.
